SUBLSOVIET PRESS SUMMARY - JULY 28 

1. U.S.-SOVIET RELATIONS. PRAVDA REPORTS THAT U.S. 

APOLLO ASTRONAUTS IN GOOD CONDITION IN HONOLULU HOSPITAL 
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AND ARE EXPECTED TO BE RELEASED SOON. PRAVDA, ONLY CENTRAL 
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PRESS PAPER PUBLISHED ON MONDAYS, FOR FIRST TIME SINCE 
LAUNCH CARRIES NO ITEM SPECIFICALLY ON APOLLO-SOYUZ. 

2. PRESIDENTIAL TRIP. PRAVDA CARRIES TASS ITEM FROM BONN 
ANNOUNCING PRESIDENT'S DISCUSSIONS WITH SCHMIDT. ITEM NOTES 
THAT SUBJECTS COVERED WERE CSCE, EAST- WEST RELATIONS AND 
"OTHER INTERNATIONAL QUESTIONS." REPORT STATES THAT 
"SPECIAL ATTENTION" WAS GIVEN TO ECONOMIC AND FINANCIAL 
DIFFICULTIES OF THE WEST. TASS QUOTES THE PRESIDENT'S 
STATEMENT THAT CSCE IS "A FURTHER STEP TOWARD DETENTE 
BETWEEN EAST AND WEST." 

3. CSCE. PRAVDA CONTINUES TO REPLAY FOREIGN COMMENTARY 
(FAVORABLY ONLY) ON SIGNIFICANCE OF CSCE AND THE HELSINKI 
SUMMIT. PRAVDA REPORTS TASS INTERVIEW WITH FINNISH 
PARLIAMENTARY CHAIRMAN V. SI TKSF.T , ATNF.N (PHONETIC) ON SIGNIFI- 
CANCE OF CSCE. SUSSELAINEN DRAWS A PARALLEL BETWEEN APOLLO- 
SOYUZ AND HELSINKI SUMMIT AS EXAMPLES OF EAST-WEST COOPERA- 
TIONS. 

4. MIDDLE EAST. PRAVDA'S COMMENTARY BE POGODINA CRITICIZES 
ISRAELI ACTIVITIES IN THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. POGODINA 
SAYS THAT ISRAEL, IN VIOLATION OF THE UN CHARTER AND THE 
UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS, CONTINUES TO ESTABLISH 
SETTLEMENTS IN THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, TO EXPEL ARABS 

FROM THEIR HOMES, AND TO ARREST PALESTINIAN "PATRIOTS." THESE 
ACTIONS SHOW THAT TEL AVIV, DESPITE UN RESOLUTIONS AND THE 
PROTESTS OF WORLD PUBLIC OPINION, CONTINUES TO ESTABLISH 
ITSELF IN THE OCCUPIED LANDS. CONTINUING THIS 
"ANNEXATIONIST POLICY", POGODINA CONCLUDES, OBSTRUCTS 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST.
